after. The Department of Agriculture expressed 
substantial approval of the proposed bill 
which was submitted to the Chief Secretary . 
in November. Mr. Duke received the draft, and | 
satisfied himself that there was a genuine de- 
maud for allotments in Dublin at any rate. But 
the change of Ministry made it impossible at 
that juncture to deal with the question by a. 
bill. As a conseq sence of the absence of regula- | 
tions, such as existed in England, limuitin the 
rent to be paid, land near tewns was ing 
taken by some local authorities at a rent that 
is wholly unjustifiable, and jandowners who 
were ready to take a fair rent were encouraged 
to ask exorbitant rents, in order that the asser- 
tions of reactionary officials, that land near 
towns in Ireland is too costly for allotments 
may appear to be justified.- The ex- 
perience of the Society in different parte 
of the country made clear the fact that 
where allotments are most needed, compulsory 
power is necessary to obtain the land. Until 
the same powers are given to urban and rural 
authorities in Ireland as are given to local 
authorities in England and Scotland, it is idle 
to expect. the food production that is required 
for the workers’ families. The Society had 
thirty-one acres and 250 plotholders last season; 
this season twenty-eight acres of new allot- 
menta had been added. They held at present | 
sixty acres, and were occupied by about 
460 plotholders. : 1 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, K.C., moved the adoption of 
the report. He said the defect in the move- 
ment for genera] allotments was the want of 
compulsory powers. It was a terrible thing that 
a movement like this should be obstructed by 
Shylocks who demanded exorbitant rent for 
their land. 

Mr. Field said he had known £10 an acre 
to be asked for land which was wanted for, 
allotments h : 

Mr. Kelly eaid this Society, small as it was, 
had enabled food to the value of £2,000 a year 
to be produced from land which hitherto had 
been unproductive. Food production was a £9 
thing, and, what was equally as good, the work 
encoutaged, edutated, and benefited the culti- 
vators of the land. . ; 

Miss Harrison said that, including Corpora- 
tion allotments, there were over 2,000 plot- 
holders in Dublin.

The Society, he said, was founded in 1908 by 
Miss Harrison with the object of bringing un- 
occupied labour to unoccupied land. uch pro 
gresa, had been made since then, and now 
almost everybody wanted an allotment, which 
was a desirable thing at a time when the price 
of food was so high. The work of the Society 
was not confined to Dublin, and it was being 
dono without expense to the ratepayers. His 
view was that the Git of the scheme should 
go into the pocket of the man who put his energy 
and labour, and the sweat of his brow, into his 
work. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. P. Dunne (Dublin Trades Council) 
seconded the proposition. He said that the 
work Miss Harrison had done was a testimony 
to the value of female suffrage. The De velop- 
ment Commission had recognised the value of 
the Society by giving it a grant of £400. He 
thought the Food Controller ought to have, and 
to exercise, the power to take land and give it 
to the people who would use it for the 
of producing food. (Hear, hear.) The pe es 
of sugar suggesied that beetroot ought to be 
cultivated, and the Development Commission 
ought to give a grant for that purpose. 

Mr. James Lennon, Town Clerk, Armagh, re- 
parses that in that towm the- Urban 
ad let in allotments 135 acres, and that they 
owed a great deal of the success which at- 
tended the work to the advice and sasistagce 
of Miss: Harrison.
